CHRONIC SINUS TROUBLE 


In yesterday’s article, I explained that chronic catarrh is one 


of the common causes of chronic sinusitis. 
catarrh and of chronic sinus trouble is a systemic toxemia and when 
this underlying toxemia is present, the blood stream will carry 
sufficient toxic material to the sinus mucosa to cause continual irri- 
tation and congestion. The fundamental cause is a constitu ‘onal 
cause, or a cause coming from the inside, that is, coming from the 
blood which serves the nose and its accessory cavities. These inner 
causes produce the soil in which the disease-producing bacterin can 
thrive. Onve the primary cause capable of prodrcing a suitable soil 
is established, local invasion by bacteria may follow. In the trea’ ment 
of chronic sinus infection, the removal of the systemic causes comes 
first. 

Neither the nese'nor eny of its accessory cavities may be con- 
sidered separate from the rest of the body. In looking for the causes 
of sinus trouble, we must look for those habits of living which are 
“not good” &nd whicl’lower the health of the entire body, in which 
process, the sinuses share. Such habits of living as cating incorre ‘tly, 
sluggish elimination, lack of exercise, lack of freslt air, and lark of 
sufficient sleep lower gencral re-istance and pave the way for 
chronic sinus disease. We cin not get very far away from the fact 
that if a sinus is to be healthy, it must be nourished by a cleon 
blood stream. The mucosa lining the sinus cavity must feed its cells 
from the blood carried to it and when that blood is loaded with toxic 
material which is irritating, all that the mucous membrane tniy 
do is to try to protect itself from such irritation by washing out the 
irritants with an increased secretion of mucus, and by inflammatory 
changes. Inflammation, of itself, merely means that the membrane 
is making an attempt at repair-it is trying to get well.

Inflammation is normally followed by repair and the inflamma- ° 


tury process is essentially a repair process which represents the way 
the body has worked out to attempt to return a part to normal. We 
may help or hinder the repair process insofar as we remove the irri- 
tating materials from the blood stream. With the removal of such 
materials, the mucosa of the sinus will tend to return to a healthy 
state. 

It is well understood that a patient who develops chronic sinus 
infection has a lowered resistance. The important question is: what 
lowered the resistance? Obviously, it was some factor found in the 
way that patient lived. To build up the resistance, some chance in 
living habits fs required. The only exceptions are found in thosc cases 
of sinus trouble due to direct injury or to mechanical obstruction, 

The symptoms of sinus trouple are pain, a sence of pressure, 
discharge, and a sensation of fullness or weight. In chreni¢c eases, the 
pen may vary between a dull ache, and a snarp, shooting, or boring 

ensation. 

The treatment which I have found most effective is that tveat- 
ment which at the start, removes the irritating materials in the blood 
which is best accomplished with a short fast, followed by a well- 
balanced dict. Any measure which will increase the functi on: ng of 
the vital organs will prove of benefit. Local treatments convisins of 
ultra viclet ray treatrzent, ar of the use of mild antiseptic woes 
may speed up rezovery by helping to provide better drainage an by 
improving the tone of the mucous membrane. When there local 
treatments are used along with an improvenert in the patient’s daily 
habits of living, then chronic sinus trouble becomes permanently 
relieved. : 

As a means of securing tenporary relief from the pain, the 
application cf heat is often of benefit; although, occesionally, the 
patient will re:eive grea iter help from the use of cold. However, of 
courge;“temporary relief does rot constituie a cure.

_Early recognition and laboratory 
examination to determine the type 
of pneumonia and treatment has 
definitely lowered the death rate. 
Pneumonia is more common among 
men than women, probably be- 
cause they are more exposed to 
change of weather. It is more com- 
mon atfiong the poor and badly 
y.ourished and those exposed to 
nardships and inclement weather. 
Day. Jaborers and sailors are fre- 
quently attacked. 


The cities furnish the large per 
eent, probably due to poor housing 
and care in the slum districts. But 
the wealthy and these in robust 
health are not exempt. chilling and 
exhaustion are common causes, 
especialy chilling followirg pro- 
fuse sweating. 

Lack of food, emaciation, and 
excessive use of alcohol are prom- 
inént causes.

Type Exercise

EDUCING for most women 
means reducing in spots—usu- 
ally around the middle, and that 
might include waistline, hips and 
thighs. Fortunately. these exercises 
need not be complicated or diffi- 
cult to be effective. Take simple 
ones, but do them dutifully for 
ten-minute periods twice daily. 
You may fave to start with 
briéfer exercise periods at first un- 
til your muscles become elastic 
and accustomed to use, but you 
should increase the time to twenty 
minutes daily as soon as possible. 
The simplest exercise is onc that 
you are probably already familiar 
with—simple dipping and touch- 
ing the floor with the fingertips

Germany’s Famous 
“Submarine Preacher” 


By TALBOT LAKE 


T SEEMS that most of the ro- 
mantic figures on the German 
side during the Great War were 
seamen. Count von Luckner, of 
coursé, is well known here, but the 
Rev. Martin Niemoeller, now pastor 
of a fashionable Berlin church, 
has kept his fame mostly within 
the Reich. At present he is leading 
the fight to draw the line at State 
interference with 1eligion, although 
he is as ardent a Nazi as anybody 
else. He was relieved of his pas- 
torate because of the campaign, 
but beihg Niemoeller, he refused to 
go and he’s still in the pulpit. 

He is known as the “submarine 
preacher” because he was a U-boat 
commander. When he had the 
U-73 he was the terror of Malta. 
He sank, not only troop ships, but 
a British cruiser and many mer- 
chahtmen. The Allies chased him 
around thé Mediterranean for 
weeks, but with his compass brok- 
en and the sub half crippled, he 
managed to escape and get back 
to Germany.

ANY women ask for lists of how to apply the knowledge acquired in such a way as to Make 


non-fattening foods to help 
them in planning reducing menus. 
In reality one food is no more fat- 
tening than driother, although 
some foods are more concentrated 
and give a greater calorie count 
for a small portion. 

If you wish to reduce you must 
cut the total number of calories 
you take evéry day. To satisfy your 
appetite, you must choose foods 
high in bulk, but low in calories. 
Vegetables fit this requirement atid 
at the same time furnish you with 
the minerals ahd vitamins essen- 
tial at all times. 

Proteins in the form of. lean 
méat, eggs, and skimmed milk also 
must be included in the daily 
menus, Fats, sugars, and starches. 
which are concentrated calories, ‘ 
may be used in the reducing diet, 
but they should be used sparingly.
